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DEPARTMENT  OVERVIEW 


The  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation's  vision,  mission,  and  values  statements  communicate  our  never-ending 
pledge  to  serve  Missourians  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Missouri  Constitution  (Article  IV,  Section  40(a) 
through  46). 

The  mission  of  the  Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  is: 

To  protect  and  manage  the  forest,  fish,  and  wildlife  resources  of  the  state;  to  facilitate  and  provide  opportunity 
for  all  citizens  to  use,  enjoy,  and  learn  about  these  resources. 

The  Department  receives  no  general  revenue  funds.  The  Department  of  Conservation's  budget  request  is  funded 
entirely  from  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  Sources  of  revenue  include  hunting  and  fishing  permits, 
commercial  permits,  nonresident  permits,  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax,  and  sources  of  federal  assistance  including  the 
Wildlife  and  Sport  Fish  Restoration  program  and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service. 

The  annual  budget  is  less  than  one  percent  of  the  total  state  budget.  The  economic  benefits  of  fish,  forest,  and 
wildlife  management  include  over  $1 1.4  billion  of  business  activity  annually  in  Missouri. 
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Missouri  Department  of  Conservation  Revenue  Highlights 


The  Department's  budget  represents  less  than  1%  of  the  entire  state's  budget  and  no  state 
general  revenue  is  received.  The  three  largest  sources  of  revenue  for  the  Department  of 
Conservation  are  the  Conservation  Sales  Tax  (59.3%),  hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales 
(18.5%),  and  Federal  reimbursement  (15.4%).

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Revenue  Highlights 


•    Fiscal  Year  2013 

o  Conservation  Sales  Tax  growth  was  2%,  resulting  in  sales  tax  revenues  that  were  almost  $2  million  higher  than  Fiscal  Year  2012. 
o    Conservation  Sales  Tax  remained  below  the  Fiscal  Year  2007  and  2008  level  of  revenues. 


•    Estimated  Fiscal  Year  2014 

o    Fiscal  Year  201 4  Conservation  Sales  Tax  revenue  is  anticipated  to  be  3%  higher  than  Fiscal  Year  201 3. 
o    Fiscal  Year  2014  total  Conservation  revenues  are  only  anticipated  to  be  0.5%  higher  than  Fiscal  Year  2013. 


•  From  Fiscal  Year  2003  to  Fiscal  Year  201 3 

o    Total  Conservation  Department  revenue  grew  less  than  inflation  (Consumer  Price  Index-Midwest  Region)  by  9.3%  or  $17.3  million. 

o    Conservation  Sales  Tax  grew  less  than  inflation  by  13.9%  or  $16  million. 

o    Hunting  and  fishing  permit  sales  grew  less  than  inflation  by  21%  or  $7.5  million. 

•  Conservation  Commission  Fund  Balance 

o  The  position  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  maintain  a  targeted  fund  balance  of  two  months  of  expenditures  plus  restricted 
trust  account  funds.  The  Conservation  Commission  Fund  is  managed  as  an  account  to  address  economic  uncertainty  as  well  as 
unforeseen  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  related  diseases,  wildfires,  floods,  or  ice  storms. 


•    Fiscal  Year  2015  Operating  Request  -  House  Bill  6 

o    Fiscal  Year  201 5  core  spending  authorization  request  for  the  Department's  operational  budget  will  be  the  same  as  the  Fiscal  Year 
2014  TAFP  House  Bill  6  ($147,339,487).  In  addition  to  the  core,  a  new  decision  item  for  $453,222  is  requested  as  a  cost  to  continue 
the  Fiscal  Year  2014  pay  plan.  The  requested  amount  is  equivalent  to  the  remaining  twelve  pay  periods  in  order  to  provide  the  core 
funding  necessary  for  a  full  fiscal  year.  Consistent  with  past  years,  any  Governor  recommended  salary  adjustment  would  be  added 
to  this  spending  authority  request. 

o   The  Commission  cannot  spend  more  than  the  combined  revenues  that  make  up  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.

The  increasing  number  of  copies 
printed  per  month  is  due,  in  part,  to  new  subscriptions  as  a  result  of  increased  awareness  of  the  magazine  due  to  the  new  kids'  magazine,  Xplor  (as 
of  the  end  of  FY13,  there  were  145,672  in-state  Xplor  subscriptions);  the  ease  of  subscribing  online;  and  increased  distribution  of  subscription  cards.

2013  statewide  event  resulted  in  the  following  responses  for  rating  the  overall  event:  86%  felt  the  event  was  excellent;  14%  felt  the  event  was  very  good.  No 
participant  rated  it  in  the  good,  fair,  or  poor  categories.  A  sample  quote:  "The  activities  are  explained  very  well  and  there  was  lots  of  hands-on  time.  The  way  they 
explain  the  basics  of  each  activity  set  you  up  for  success."

Wildlife  Division  provides  expertise  and  oversight  that  expands  opportunities  and  mitigates  threats  related  to  wildlife  and  habitat  management  in  Missouri.  The  Division's 
responsibilities  include  actively  managing  and  restoring  wildlife  and  their  habitats  on  public  and  private  lands;  supporting  wildlife  and  habitat  research  and  monitoring 
activities;  and  providing  opportunities  for  citizens  on  Department-managed  lands.
